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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 1-2, the Applicant argues that 
the Background of Ikeda does not teach the disclosure of dictionaries of a plurality of countries. The Examiner disagrees. The 
Background clearly teaches this concept as follow "address dictionaries which contain 500 registered country/city names ... building 
names" (column 1 , lines 55-60). This clearly indicates that there are dictionaries of a plurality of countries. Furthermore, the Background 
discloses the concept of dictionaries of a plurality of countries including with the means of storing (column 1 , line 26), selecting 
(constitute an address) (column 1 , line 25) and recognizing (column 1 , line 27). Since the concept of processing dictionaries of a 
plurality of countries are well known (discussed in the Background), thus, it would have been obvious for one skilled in the art to combine 
the claimed processing of dictionaries (hierarchical structure and plurality of states) with the processing of dictionaries of plurality of 
countries so that letter/postal mail can be accurately distributed to various countries. 

Regarding claims 4, 8-1 1 , the Examiner did not use Yui to teach the concept of dictionaries of plurality of countries. Also there 
was a typographical error in the previous Office Actions, Yui reference is U.S. Patent No. 5,910,998 (not U.S. Patent No. 6,266,431). 
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
